iin mcing of material projects. In salesmanship, too, Europe has nothing

all the other countries on the globe. 


And \ct,” he ^ddg, “in the sum total of efficiency we have found 


it difficult to compete with many countries, simply because we have 
neghetíd ti . human side of the labor problem.** 


“If America is going to hold her present supremacy,” he repeated, 


“American employers must learn that they can not afford to waste 


human 111c. 
We can't afford to have sick workers. 
We can’t afford 


to have resentful, discontented, undernourished or underpaid workers, 
and we can i afford to have unhappy workers.” 


He says that the most frequent cause of strikes is the discharge 
oí 
raploycs. This is abused. 
lie calls it an expensive luxury. 


Omy recently has the cost oí breaking in new employes begun 


to be reckoned. 
It has been hidden formerly in the initial cost of 


production and thus escaped the employer’s attention. 
Now’ the ‘labor 


turnover,’ the ratio of men hired in a year to the total number of 


employes in an industry at a given time, has come to light as an amaz­ 
ing waste. 


Heniy 
roid lound. that he was hiring 1)0,000 men per year in 


1913, while only employing 13,000 or 14,000 at any one time. 
He figured 


the cost of breaking in a new man averaged $70. 
By tackling the 


human problem in the various ways he did, especially by instituting 


profit sharing so that each employe had an employers’ interest in the 


company, this labor turnover was almost completely eliminated.” 


Often employers part with a large number of well trained employes 


because of some difference which they think constitutes a principle. 


Production is thus lessened for long periods and the chances are that 


even the principle contended for is not furthered, even if it was pri­ 


nt! rily right. 
This is costly to all interests and to some the cost is 


irreparable. 
Generally these things can be settled and settled right 


if both sides go at it in the proper spirit. 
The thing to remember is 


that both employers and employes are human beings and that in reason 


there is to be found a common ground upon which both can stand if 


the y really wish to act justly.

New York, Augus* 15.—‘ The in­ 
creases in transportation expenses 
during the present year thus far 
have be« n so great as te» b<' alarm­ 
ing. 
While tin 
increase in total 
earning* in five 
months 
of 1017 
over 1916 was 11 per cent, and the 
increase in total operating expan­ 
ses was 18 per cent, the increase 
in 
transportation 
expenses 
was 
$120,750,000, or 25 per cent. 
Tho 
importance 
and 
omniousness 
of 
this 
increase 
becomes 
apparent 
when it is realized that it has ta­ 
ken place in spite of unusual in­ 
creases in the average train loa 1 
and the average 
car 
load. It re­ 
flects, chiefly, first, the advance in 
wages of 
train 
service employes 
due to the Adamson law*, and, sec­ 
ond, the 
large 
advances 
which 
have occurred 
in 
the 
prices of 
fuel. The increase in expenditure 
for maintenance of equipment over 
1916 was only 12 per, and the in­ 
crease in expenditures 
for main­ 
tenance of way 8 per cent. 
In the first five months of 1913 
transportation expenses were 51.t 
per cent of total operating expen­ 
ses; in the same months of 1916, 
50.9 per cent, and 
in 
the 
same 
months of 1917, 53.2 per cent. In 
other words, the general tendency 
has been 
for 
operating expenses 
to increase 
faster 
in 
proportion 
than total earnings and for cost of 
conducting 
transportation 
to in­ 
crease 
faster 
than 
expenditures 
for maintenance. The expenditures

“While absolutely the increases 
in expenditures

Theft Plot is Alleged 
St. 
Louis. 
August 
15.—United 
States District, Attorney Karch. of 
East St. Louis, yesterday ordered 
the arrest of eight switchmen and 
railroad watchmen, and after they 
had been apprehended 
he stated 
that lie had discovered a plot that 
had been in operation for months 
and which had 
resulted 
in 
the 
theft of 
merchandise 
worth 
a* 
least $25,000 from freight cars in 
the East Si. Louis yards. The total 
amount, he said, might he nearer 
$50,000. The men under arrest are 
all employes of the railroad com­ 
pany. District Attorney Karch said 
two were St. Louisans and that h< 
had established the fact that the 
gang of thieves had a St. Louis 
conneet ion. 
The plan of theft, he said, was 
for switchmen to shunt the loaded 
rars at niglit on out of the way 
tracks. Watchmen who were in on 
the plot would constantly keep out 
of the way. The gangsters would 
remove the merchandise from the 
ears and carry it away on wagons 
and automobile trucks. 
Federal authorities 
have recov­ 
ered cigarettes worth $2,500, found 
in a saloon, 
and 
$1,500 
w’orth 
found in a grocery store. 
Revelations are expected to re­ 
sult in the issuance of at least 20

TO MAKE A FOOD INQUIRY 


3taff of Tw enty From W ashington 
to Visit Chicago. 


Chicago, Aug. 15.—A staff of 20 
men from Washington, acting un 
der instructions 
from 
Food 
Con­ 
troller Hoover, Will arrive in Chi­ 
cago early next week to begin a 
survey of food conditions in this 
city, it was learned yesterday. 
The men sent here will attempt 
to discover the amount of food in 
Chicago storehouses and a general 
survey of conditions will b<* made 
with a view to the best distribution 
of food. 
No special ellort will be 
made, it is said, to unearth viola­ 
tions of the food law, but should 
irregularities be found, they will he 
called to the attention of the dis­ 
trict attorney here.

Washington, Aug. 15—Riots be­ 
tween women suffragists and a 
crowd opposed to the display of 
banners in front of 
the

Ho'ise were in progress from 4 
P m. until 7 o’clock 
last 
night. 
Most of the trouble occurred in 
front of the White House and in 
front of Cameron house, the suf­ 
frage headquarters, h;*!f 
a 
block 
away. 
Cameron house war bom­ 
barded with eggs, tomatoes and 
fruits of every kind 
taken 
from 
venders In the neighborhood. 
Police reserves made 
two 
ar­ 
rests—imm who 
seemed 
to 
be 
leading the attacks 
against 
the 
women 
At times th° police wrere 
a b l e to preserve order, although 
the crowd at times was* estimated 
at hetwreen 3000 and 4000 persons. 
Four police wagons wore held In 
readiness to take offenders to the 
police station. 
The trouble started 
about 
4 
o’clock in front of suffrage head­ 
quarters. Several enlisted men of 
Ihe navv, Together with a group 
of marines, when passing saw the 
women displaying a 
banner 
ad­ 
dressed to “Kaiser W ilson.” 
The women were preparing to 
go in front of the White House at 
4:30 o’clock, the time the several 
government departments discharg­ 
ed their clerks, 
who

White House on their way homo. 
No sooner did the

marines see the banner than they 
tore it front its standard.

men brought forth another ban­ 
ner. which met a similar fate.
